restricted in the winter time. There 
is also a tendency to eat 
exces- 


sively of meat and fatty foods. As 
a result, when the spring arrives 
with its warm days many of us are 
like a furnace that 'has been so 
:hoked with fuel 
that 
it 
doesn't 


draw well. 


You cannot buy relief from these 


conditions at a dollar a bottle. Med- 
icine will not make up for over eat- 
ing and under exercising. The high 
death rate which almost invariably 
prevails at this season of the year 
from pneumonia, tuberculosis 
and 


other respiratory disease is largely 
due to the reduced physical resist- 
ance of individuals, which 
makes 


them particularly sensitive whea the 
Bidden changes of temperature oc- 
cur which are common at this time 
of the year.

Colonel Dodd is a West

from Pennsylvania. His first active

Woit'c in Nebrask in the 70s. 


For 27 years Dodd was attached 


to the Third Cavalry. While at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, he 
developed 
his 


command to suqh technical 'profi- 
ciency that the troops was in de- 
mand for exhibition purposes in the 
East. His troopers exhibited at 
Madison Square Garden, New Fork, 
and also in Boston and Washington. 


In 1908 Dodd was commissioned 


a Colonel. Colonel Dodd comes from 
a military family.

Re- 
moving to Crawfordsville, he form- 
ed a Jaw partnership with Judge Is- 
aac Naylor, entered 
political life, 


and served two terms in congress. 
In 1844 he championed the candi- 
dacy of Henry Clay, and stumped 
Indiana for the Whig party. At the 
outbreak of the Mexican War, Lane 
raised a company of volunteers, was 
elevated Major of his \ regiment, and 
later rose to the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel.

sacrificed in battle. Instead of be 
ginning a 
war 
of extermination 


against the Moros, Capt. 
Pershing
